the petitions. 
Several persons spoke against 
the petition at the chamber 
meeting, citing the waste, in­ 
fluence- peddling and bickering 
they said characterised Sikeston 
city government before the 
change to dty manager form. 
City Councilman Steve Sikes 
told the chamber ho looked back 
through the records of several 
City Council meetings Just 
before the change of govern­ 
ment. 
He cited one example, which 
he said was typical of what he 
found in the minute!, in which a 
councilman asked the mayor 
why a certain bill was unpaid 
although it was a year old. 
The mayor replied the city 
had Ml,000 in unpaid bills and 
that the bank had a lain on the 
first $25,000 the city collected in 
tax money that year and for the 


next two years as well.

After the city manager had 
been in office for one year, Sikes 
said, he had already repaid 
$48,000 of the $108,000 city debt. 
During the same time, the city

The city renegotiated its loan 
from about 4 per cent to about 2 
per cent and lowered taxes 10 
per cent, he added.

F arm ers 
Association met Thursday night 
at the Ramada Inn to discuss 
resolutions for the annual MFA 
meeting scheduled Aug. 9 in 
Columbia and to elect delegates 
for the coming year. 
Members spent the most time 
debating

resolution 
con­ 
cerning 
a 
national 
farm 
program 
and 
ended 
up 
recommending a number of 
changes. 
The resolution says the most 
important considration in any 
future farm program should be 
the need for maintaining and 
improving farm prices. 
The resolution calls for 
nonrecourse loans on all basic 
and designated farm 
com­ 
modities at not less than cost of 
production 
levels, 
adjusted 
annually to reflect not less than 
75 per cent of parity. 
There 
was 
considerable 
debate over whether or not the 
75 per cent level was high 
enough. 
Most farmers 
ap­ 
parently did not think so, but 
were willing to accept it after 
Hilton Bracey, vice president of 
Delta Area Public Affairs for 
MFA, said if they asked 
Congress for too much, they 
might not get anything. 
The members also endorsed 
free access to world markets 
and expressed their unhap­ 
piness with government in- 
• terference in the grain trade. 
They 
also supported 
the 
concept of a national commodity 
reserve, although they wanted a 
number of changes in the 
original proposal. 
They asked that the crops not 
be released at any price lower 
than 125 per cent of parity, up 
from the proposed 115 per cent. 
The proposal calls for releasing 
the grain only in times of

emergency. 
They said they wanted the 
storage to be kept in farmers’ 
hands, so the government could 
not release the grain to depress 
prices, and suggested that the 
reserve contain only a six-month 
supply of grain. 


One member expressed the 
fear that consumers will think 
the program is only for the 
benefit of the farmer, when 
actually it is primarily for the 
consumer. 
Congress must pass a national 
farm program by next May, 
when the present law expires.

We have studied the seven Constitutional Amendments 
in our paper and have come to the conclusion that 
Amendment No. 1 simply deletes a 25- year limitation on 
laws granting partial tax relief on forestry lands. 
Amendment No. 2 repeals the constitutional provision 
that each ballot be numbered and that the number be 
recorded with the voter’s name.The ballot number is, of 
course, covered with the “black patch,” but even so it is 
possible to determine how a citizen voted. Repeal of the 
provision would ensure the secrecy of the ballot. I don’t 
know why, but I am going to vote against it. 
Amendment No. 3 would permit counties to issue utility 
or airport revenue bonds with voter approval, and permit 
counties and cities to issue industrial development 
revenue bonds without voter approval. Both sections 
confer new power on the counties. The first section also 
reduces the required vote for approval from four 
sevenths to a majority, while the second permits city 
governing boards to approve revenue bonds without a 
popular vote. The object is to further development efforts 
through use of bonds that do not constitute an obligation 
on the public. I believe I am going to vote for that one. 
Amendment No. 5 is the simplest of all. It would repeal 
that anomaly of the Missouri constitution that says 
“separate schools shall be provided for white and colored 
children.” The provision has been unenforceable and 
void for 22 years but so objectionable a remnant of 
racism should be erased from the state charter. I am 
going to vote for that one. 
Constitutional Amendment No. 4 and No. 6. It is not 
exactly what the laywers want but it comes the closest 
that they have been able to get through the effects of the 
legislator for several years, so I think maybe I can vote 
for it, but I am going to vote against No. 7.

followed the Kissinger policies 
clpsely. 
It is the foreign policy of 
dqtente, of “accommodation,” 
of “‘cooperation” with the Soviet 
Union.

increases in health care costs 
could encourage serious con­ 
sideration of federally-financed 
health care programs of un­ 
workable design. Some NHI 
plans are beyond the ability of 
the country to support. They 
would so expand the demand for 
health services as to increase 
their cost and put a severe strain 
on the capacity of the total 
health care system.

GOP Peacemakers Seek To 


Unite Ford and Reagan

WASHINGTON - Republican 
peacemakers, operating behind 
the scenes, are trying to bring 
Gerald Ford and Ronald 
Reagan together. The objective 
is to unite the GOP behind a 
Ford-Reagan ticket at the Kan­ 
sas City convention next month. 
In the Ford camp, top cam­ 
paign aides have quietly added 
Reagan's name to their priority 
list of vice presidential 
prospects. Sources familiar with 
the list say it contains three other 
names -- Sen. Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, ex-Treasury Secre­ 
tary John Conn ally and Com­ 
m erce Secretary Elliot 
Richardson. 
The same aides have also 
drawn up a secondary list of 
possibilities whom President 
Ford would consider as his run­ 
ning mate. This lesser list in­ 
cludes Ambassador to Britain 
Ann 
A r m str o n g , 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond of Missouri, 
Sen. William Brock of Ten­ 
nessee, Gov. Dan Evans of Wash­ 
ington, Sen. Charles Percy of Il­ 
linois and Gov. Robert Ray of 
Iowa 
In the Reagan camp, some 
aides have indicated privately 
that, as a fallback position, they 
would consider a Ford-Reagan 
ticket. They have warned that 
they may not support the ticket if 


Reagan isn’t on it. For the 
record, meanwhile, Reagan 
spokesmen still insist their man 
will win the presidential nomina­ 
tion and won't accept anything 
less. 
Those who are seeking to re­ 
concile Ford and Reagan con­ 
tend that it will take a unified 
ticket to win in November. They 
point out that Jimmy Carter and 
Walter Mondale have jumped off 
to an alarming early lead. 
The President’s men also 
recognize, as one of them put it. 
that Reagan has “a strong ap­ 
peal with conservatives,” would 
strengthen the ticket in the West 
and South and is “best known” of 
the vice presidential possibilities. 
But there is also resistance in 
the Ford camp to an alliance of 
the two rivals. Raising the “cre­ 
dibility problem,” 9ome aides ask 
whether the voters would believe 
Ford and Reagan could work 
together after their bitter attacks 
upon one another. Some Ford 
advisers think Reagan “might 
hurt the ticket more than he 
would help it,” we were told. 
They doubt for example, that 
Reagan could help Ford win the 
South against Jimmy Carter. 
The Ford people also question 
whether Reagan would accept 
second place on the ticket. 
The Ford strategists are high 


on Sen Baker who, as a Water­ 
gate hero, could help negate 
whatever Nixon taint remains 
on Ford. Coming from Ten­ 
nessee, Baker would give the 
ticket geographical balance. 
Ford aides also count as a plus 
the fact that Baker is the son-in- 
law of the late Senate windbag, 
Everett Dirksen, a World War I 
balloonist who rose to greater 
heights in politics on hot air than 
he ever attained over die bat­ 
tlefields of France. 
Like the late Senate spieler, 
whose oratorical excesses are 
remembered with affection on 
Capitol Hilt Baker is an ex­ 
cellent speaker. Yet Ford in­ 
siders wonder if he would be a 
forceful campaigner or, for that 
matter, could even win his own 
state of Tennessee against 
Carter. 
The most effective cam­ 
paigner, Ford aides agree, 
would be John Connally. By 
their analysis, he is “unques­ 
tionably’' qualified to be Presi­ 
dent They think he could also 
take Texas away from Carter. 
But they are worried that Con­ 
nally would be haunted by the 
milk scandal. Although he was 
acquitted of bribery charges, the 
word leaked out« that the jury 
merely jpve him the benefit of 
doubts that might still be raised 
in a campaign. Some Ford aides 
also fear the dynamic Connally 
would “overpower” Ford. 
As for Richardson, his positive 
Watergate image and reputa­ 
tion for integrity would be a 
great asset. He is also regarded 
by the Ford people as a proven 
administrator who would be 
well qualified for the presidency. 
He is popular in the Northest, 
too, where Ford must pick up 
support to defeat Carter. 
But on the negative side, Ford 


insiders describe Richardson as 
a “pedantic” speaker whom, they 
fear, would be a “lackluster cam­ 
paigner.” He is weak, too, in the 
South. 
A careful screening of the vice 
presidential possibilities will con­ 
tinue, meanwhile, until conven­ 
tion time. 
Carter*go*round: Jimmy 
Carter as President would focus 
not on the dramatic generalities 
but on the intricate, important 
details of defense, his advisers 
tell us. He would try to stop the 
military brass from exaggerat­ 
ing the Communist menace and 
coloring defense issues. Carter 
would hope, says one adviser, to 
make “a more reasonable assess­ 
ment of defense trends.” 
— The Democratic power bro­ 
kers are disconcerted by Carter’s 
emphasis on bureaucratic 
reform and zero-based budgets. 
However, he has persuaded the 
Senate and House budget chair­ 
men, Sen. Edmund Muskie, D - 
Me., and Rep. Brock Adams, D.- 
Wash, that he will be easy to 
work with. 
— Old guard Democratic 
leaders are also worried by 
Carter’s tight, taciturn inner cir­ 
cle which they regard as 
altogether too inpenetrable. The 
candidate has promised to widen 
the circle and, true to his word, is 
already scouting for possible 
White House aides - in case he 
should be elected in November. 
— Among the party idealists 
and with-it elements, there is an 
uneasy feeling that Carter’s 
peronal code is an unspoken 
rebuke to the let-it-all-hang-out 
lifestyle. But privately, he has 
said he wants the press to help 
him ferret out wrongdoing in any 
future Carter administration.

If someone a few years ago 
had come up with a scheme that 
would have increased racial 
discord in the nation, caused 
disruptions in the schools and 
formented 
violence in the 
streets, he would have been 
branded a menace to society. 
Well, they did come up with 
such a scheme. They called it 
busing. The 
tragedy of the 
situation is that where busing 
has worked, it has worked well, 
at least in its logistical aspects. 
Where it has not worked, as in 
Boston, it has been disastrous. 
Almost entirely forgotten in 
the controversy, however, is the 
question 
of 
whether school 
busing 
to 
achieve 
desegregation, workable or not, 
accepted by a community or not, 
actually results in any academic 
or other benefits for minority 
children. 
Riverside, Calif., is about as 
far away from Boston as it is 
possible to get, geographically 
or by any other measure. A 10- 
year-long study of the impact of 
voluntary school desegreation in 
that city of 150,000 revelas that 
not only has busing failed to 
improve 
the 
self-esteem 
of 
minority children but that they 
"did not gain in achievement, 
either absolutely or relative to 
national norms.” 
The study was conducted by 
psychologists 
Dr. 
Norman 
Miller of the University of 
Southern California and Dr. 
Harold B. Gerard of UCLA, who 
report in Psychology Today 
magazine that when they un­ 


dertook their study they were 
true believers. 
“We expected to document the 
successes of the whole program: 
busing to achieve ethnic balance 
in school, the rising competence 
and ambition of minority 
children and their subsequent 
academic rise to equality with 
whites. 
We 
have 
been 
profoundly disappointed. ” 
Indeed, they discovered that 
not only did minority grades not 
improve, they went down after 
desegregation, and even after 
several years there appeared to 
be 
no 
change 
in 
minority 
achievem ent 
m otivation. 
Ironically, 
though, 
white 
children from families in the 
bottom five per tent oi the 
socioeconomic ladder did show 
gains 
in self-esteem, 
which 
seems to be about the only 
positive 
accomplishment 
of 
Riverside’s 
experiment 
with 
busing. 
“We cannot expect busing 
programs to lead straight to 
better minority education,” the 
authors 
conclude. 
“It 
was 
quixotic, if not arrogant, to have 
thought at the outset that sitting 
next to white classmates would 
cause Mexican-American and 
black students to take on good, 
white middle-class values and 
enter 
the 
mainstream 
of 
American society. 
“It just did not happen. We 
found, instead, that the children 
in each ethnic group became 
more and more cliquish over the 
years and less accepting of those 
outside their own group. ” 
If it could be shown that 
busing 
achieves 
worthwhile 
goals for which it is designed, it 
might be worth all the turmoil. 
But when it results in precisely 
the opposite effect and leaves 
minority children worse off than 
they were before, even in a city 
like Riverside which undertook 
its program voluntarily, how 
much longer can this scheme be 
Jefended?

Bread and Elections: 
UAW demands on Auto- 
Makers could change pattern of 
U.S.Nvorkers’ lives 
WASHINGTON - “Bread” 
isn’t getting the headlines of the 
political circuses - yet. This is 
par for the course although the 
powerful United Auto Workers 
(UAW), bolstered by a $175 
million strike fund, now 
is 
eyeballing it with the Big Three 
car-makers. 
And this is the first time in 12 
years, since Lyndon Johnson 
and Barry Goldwater, they’re 
having a go at each other at the 
height of a national presidential 
campaign. Whether or not the 
political facts of life (the auto 
union chief, Leonard Woodcock 
was Jimmy Carter’s earliest 
labor supporter) are significant 
in 
this 
critical 
collective 
bargaining 
round, 
affecting 
almost 
700,000 workers, 
ob­ 
servers can only conjecture. 
But it is certain that the 1.4- 
million-member union now is 
fighting 
for 
newly 
devised 
principles which, if won, will 
change 
most 
of 
America’s 
workers’ way of life. 
It took the rest of this nation’s 
labor some 30 years to catch up 
to the innovations won by long 
strikes by this union forged by 
the late Walter Reuther. For 
example, 
the cost of living 
adjustment (COLA) which the 
Reuther 
brothers and their 
associate 
Emil 
Mazey, 
secretary-treasu rer, 
su c­ 
cessfully demanded in 1948. 
What does the UAW leader­ 
ship want now that isn’t the 
garden-variety produce? Well, 
they want lots more of the 
garden-running into increased 
payroll costs by the billions over 
the new three-year contract. 
But keep your eye on the 
thrust for “job security.” This 
comes in many fashions - both 
during the work-life and in 
retirement. 
During their many strategy 
sessions, the UAW’s General 
Motors, 
Ford, 
Chrysler and 
American 
Motors 
section 
leaders have talked much about 
shorter work time. Eventually 
that will mean more than just a 
pro forma four-day week. At five 
days’ pay, of course. 


The shorter work week won’t 
come overnight - even if the 
contract is signed on expiration 
day, Sept. 14. Itwill come “over 
several years,” one of the top 
union 
negotiators 
firmly 
predicts. Slow start. Short week, 
for example, for two or three 
months during summertime. Or 
more sick leave. Now they get 
five paid days allowance a year. 
So this could be increased. 
Or new vacation schedules 
could be set so a worker’s full 
shift could be cut from the week 
at intervals until the full four- 
day week at 40 hours’ pay could 
be phased in over a contract or 
two. Thus for the first time in 
world history an entire mass 
production industry (and the 
agricultural 
implement 
and 
aerospace plants hooked in) 
would be (Hi a four days in, three 
days out schedule - in normal 


non-depression times. 
This indeed could remake the 
nation’s living, working and 
leisure patterns. 
The auto union chiefs are 
serious on this one. They aren’t 
ivory-towering it. This time it’s 
not an Ivy League university 
study project. 
And there is the proposal for 
reverse, or inverse, seniority. 
That is, the older workers 
could choose to get laid off first 
in a crisis such as the general 
unemployment crash during the 
1974-75 recession. This followed 
the OPEC oil boycott. 
At that time there were almost 
300,000 
furloughings 
in 
the 
traumatic auto industry. Today 
the 
permanent or indefinite 
layoffs are down tc about 30,000. 
Back then, the younger, last- 
hired workers were put on 
temporary layoffs. Thus they 
received 95 per cent of their 
normal take-home pay for a full 
year under the Supplemental 
Unemployment 
Benefit 
plan 
(SUB). In other words they were 
paid for staying home while the 
veteran union members, some 
with two or three decades worth 
of seniority, worked for their 
money. This was the irony and 
anachronism 
of the current 
Supplemental 
Unemployment 
Benefit plan 
But SUB money doesn’t last 
forever. The GM and Chrysler 
funds went broke for several 
periods during the crisis. Thus, 
when the veteran employe’s 
time came for SUB layoff 
payments, many oldtimers 
didn’t get anything. 
Now the UAW leaders are 
battling for the right of the older 
hands to take the first layoffs 
and let the younger men and 
women stay an the assembly and 
other lines while the middle- 
ageed 
generations 
go deer- 
hunting in the upper peninsula 
or paint the house - or just laze 
around. 
Further, there is an emotional 
intensity over aiding the union’s 
hundreds 
of thousands 
of 
retirees. Their pension money 
and form of payment are locked 
in by previous contracts. Now, 
new retirees can get as much as 
$700 a month (including Social 
Security). The union chiefs don’t 
want 
to 
re-open 
these 
arrangements. 
But there are variations on the 
theme. Pension income can be 
increased by forcing the com­ 
panies to take over some in­ 
surance payments, by finding 
some way for the firms to pay 
more retirees’ medical bills or 
by providing a dental program. 
Thus the pensioners would have 
fewer health bills and their 
incomes would increase. 
The rest is normal - which 
means that there are endless 
local demands. i In 1973, the 
union had 48,200 such demands 
laid on the General Motors 
table. 
No doubt all this bargaining 
over “bread” will be over­ 
shadowed by the presidential 
campaign. Unless there is a 
strike. Could be. These in­ 
novations make a costly 
package. And a more costly car.

The university will ask the 
General Assembly for $2,649,927 
of that amount for fiscal year 
1978, according to Dr. Bill Stacy, 
who presented the report to the 
regents. 
Major portions of this money, 
if approved, will be spent for an 
addition to Serena Industrial 
and 
Technical 
Education 
Building, physical plant im­ 
provements and the renovation 
of Memorial Hall. 
A breakdown shows the 
university in fiscal 1978 wants to 
spend, in priority order: 
-$665,430 for various physical 
plant improvements. 
' -$697,683 for an addition to the 
industrial arts building. 
-$243,000 on the design and 
installation of an energy con­ 
servation system. 
-$164,900 for remodeling of 
Houck Field House, Houck 
Stadium and completion of 
remodeling of Academic Hall. 
-$348,914 for the renovation of 
Memorial Hall.

primary electrical distribution 
system. 


-$240,000 to plan for a new 
physical education complex.

Capital improvement funds 
which the university will seek 
after 1978 come to $2,393,510 in 
1979, $6,625,000 in 1980, $765,520 
in 1961 and $4,350,000 in 1982. 
The big 1980 total reflects $6 
million for construction of a 
physical education complex.

Armed with money, hidden 
behind numerous aliases, Tar­ 
den goes from one to another of 
the apartments he keeps on the 
upper floors of anonymous 
buildings in various cities. 
Eaqh is equipped with elabo­ 
rate devices that keep him in­ 
vulnerable and allow him to ex­ 
amine those who interest him. 
Tarden does not merely ex­ 
amine, however. He enters into 
other people's lives, rearranges 
them. Some are imprisoned, 
some liberated, others de­ 
stroyed. A pair of lesbian 
lovers is used to bring out the 
worst instincts in citizens of a 
rural town. A wealthy husband 
is found for a clever prostitute, 
who must all the while remain 
available for Tarden’s erotic 
fantasies and his passion for 
photography. But the charac­ 
ters remain only briefly before 
Tarden's camera before they 
disappear. Then comes another 
verbal snapshot: the scene 
changes, new characters ap­ 
pear. 
Tarden's life is examined in 
the same way. What little that 
is revealed about his childhood 
in Eastern Europe, his escape 
to the West, his life in "the 
Service,” is in snatches, inter­ 
mingled with his latest exploits 
and fantasies. 
The exploits are fantasies, of 
course. A man with Tarden's 
money can easily turn fantasy 
to fact. But even so he can’t 
remain invulnerable. He must 
face up to age, failed seduction 
and, even with all his protec­ 
tive devices, the experience of 
being trapped in an elevator, 
unheard when he cries out for 
help. 
Kosinski, who won the Na­ 
tional Book Award for "Steps,” 
has made Tarden's exploits in­ 
teresting and vivid. But they 
are still like snapshots placed 
randomly in an album, forming 
a puzzle to be delved into. They 
are not for the reader inter­ 
ested in tidy plots.

Alcatraz future unknown 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Thirteen years after Alcatraz 
was closed as a prison, the fed­ 
eral government is still trying 
to figure out what to do with

criminals.

Sort of a West Coast counter­ 
part to New York’s Statue of 
Liberty. 
A band of American Indians 
who occupied the island for 19 
months — before they were 
ousted by federal officers — 
wanted to turn it into an Indian 
cultural center, a goal still 
mentioned from time to time. 
Also among the suggestions 
— a privately developed hotel, 
convention and shopping com­ 
plex. One developer wants to 
build a gambling casino.

Since the public tours began 
in October 1973, about 1.2 mil­ 
lion people — including 20 one­ 
time Alcatraz prisoners — have 
taken the 2 M2-hour excursion to 
the infamous former federal 
penitentiary that is now part of 
the Golden Gate National Rec­ 
reation Area. 
Some visitors fill out ques­ 
tionnaires asking what should 
happen to Alcatraz. Seventy- 
seven per cent say the tours 
should continue, according to 
Lee Shenk of the Park Service, 
which runs the tours. A staff 
committee is preparing recom­ 
mendations, he said, and the 
report will be ready later this 
year. 
In three years, the tours have 
brought in $1.69 million. Five 
per cent of that goes to the fed­ 
eral Treasury, and the balance 
to the company which runs the 
tour boats, Shenk said. Tour 
guide salaries and Alcatraz op­ 
erating expenses come from 
the Park Service budget. 
“It’s the best $2 ticket in 
town,” one tourist exclaimed as 
he left one of the boats that fer­ 
ry 140 tourists to the island on 
each trip. 
Twenty-two men and women, 
dressed in Park Service uni­ 
forms, give commentaries on 
the island’s 200-year history as 
they lead visitors along Alcat­ 
raz’ winding hillside road and 
steep paths, through the three- 
storied cellblock and into the 
high-walled exercise yard. 
They walk through ancient 
fortifications and see the “In­ 
dian Land” graffitti and shells 
of buildings destroyed by fire 
during the o¿cupation by repre­ 
sentatives of 30 Indian tribes.

Visitors are invited to close 
themselves inside one of the 
pitch-black 
solitary 
con­ 
finement cells, completly lined 
in solid steel and furnished only 
with a toilet hole in the floor. 
In the same cellblock are two 
decks of steel-barred isolation 
cells with a million-dollar view 
of the Golden Gate. They in­ 
clude the one where Capone 
was moved at his own request 
after fellow convicts tried three 
times to kill him. 
Tour guides point out that 
Robert Stroud wasn’t the harm­ 
less bird-lover portrayed by 
Burt Lancaster in the “Bird- 
man of Alcatraz.” 
“Stroud stabbed a guard to 
death at Leavenworth,” ex­ 
plained guide Kathleen Galla­ 
gher. “When he came here, he 
spent all of his time in solitary 
confinement — it was part of 
his sentence for the murder. 
Actually, he should have been 
called the Birdman of Lea­ 
venworth...” 
Much of what the Park Serv­ 
ice has learned about Alcatraz 
comes from former guards and 
the ex-convicts who return as 
free men for the tour. 
One such visitor was Clar­ 
ence V. Carnes, once known as 
the Choctaw Kid, the sole survi­ 
vor of the six convicts who trig­ 
gered a bloody riot on “The 
Rock” on May 2, 1946. Three 
instigators 
and 
two 
guards 
died, and the other two convicts 
were hanged for murder. 
Carnes, who arrived at Alcat­ 
raz the previous year at the 
age of 18, was spared because 
of his age and later was pa­ 
roled to live with a sister in 
Kansas City. 
“I spent 18 years on Alcatraz 
and about three of those was in 
The Hole,” Carnes told an in­ 
terviewer a couple of years 
ago. “It’s pleasant coming back 
here as a free man.” 
Alcatraz’ history goes back to 
1769, when it was first sighted 
by a Spanish ship and got its 
name, “Isla de los Alcatraces” 
— Island of the Pelicans. The 
island became a military fort 
in 1853, housing Civil War pris­ 
oners and later Indian prison­ 
ers. 
In 1909, Alcatraz became a 
military prison, switching in 
1934 to the status of a max­ 
imum security lockup for tough 
federal convicts. 
The once-bustling dining hall 
is bare now, except for a board 
listing the menu for Easter 
Sunday, 1962: Fried chicken, 
sage dressing, snowflake po­ 
tatoes, giblet gravy, buttered 
asparagus, rolls, butter, cran­ 
berry sauce, pudding, fruit, cof­ 
fee. 
In the main cellblock is the 
main 
corridor 
the 
convicts 
called Broadway, the western 
corridor called Park Avenue 
with its view of the Golden 
Gate, and the eastern corridor, 
dubbed Michigan Avenue.

Gen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy closed down the Alcatraz 
prison in 1963, calling it in­ 
humane. His decision came on 
the heels of a highly publicized 
escape by three convicts, who 
used spoons to gouge out die 
decaying concrete in their cells. 
Decay was triggered by the 
use of salt water to mix the 
concrete when the old cellblock 
was built early in the century.

TALKHA, Egypt (AP) - Fi­ 
nancially speaking, Mussad Ha- 
gry would be better off if he 
were a water buffalo. 
His take home pay would be 
30 times more than it is now, 
and he would get free food and 
shelter, which he doesn’t get 
now. 
For Hagry is the lowest man 
on Egypt’s economic ladder, a 
day laborer who is an immi­ 
grant in his own country, his 
sunup to sundown efforts can 
be had for 40 cents a day, of 
which he has to pay half for 
food and drink provided by his 
employer. 
It costs $6 a day to hire a 
water buffalo, frequently used 
in agricultural or construction 
projects. This condition repre­ 
sents unfinished business for 
the Egyptian revolution of 24 
years ago, one of whose basic 
aims was to make a man worth 
more than an animal. 
Struggling to propel the coun­ 
try out of poverty, the govern­ 
ment has concentrated on es­ 
tablishing industries, and most 
of the nine-million member la­ 
bor force now earns substan­ 
tially more than a Hagry or the 
water buffalo. 
But there are still two million 
day laborers like Hagry, ac­ 
cording to a study by the Minis­ 
try of Social Affairs, represent­ 
ing 22 per cent of the labor 
force. 
Most are jobless for 
more than 12 days a year. The 


hard-pressed 
government 
is 
only now getting around to giv­ 
ing them some help. 
Every morning, seven days a 
week, he rises at dawn when 
the crew boss bangs on the hov­ 
el he sleeps in. He washes in 
untreated water from the Nile 
River and then has breakfast, a 
crust of bread and a glass of 
sweet tea. 


Then with a straw basket and 
hoe he and the rest of the crew 
head for the muddy construc­ 
tion site near this Nile Delta 
town, 78 miles northeast of 
Cairo, to dig an irrigation ca­ 
nal. 
Under a hot sun he works un­ 
til noon. Lunch is a piece of 
cheese, bread, an onion and an­ 
other glass of tea. Then it’s 
back to work until sunset. 


Like millions of Egyptians 
who lived on the banks of the 
Nile for centuries, Hagry ac­ 
cepts his fate with patience and 
says it is God’s will. 
Hagry is 34 and married but 
he is lucky to see his wife, who 
lives in Upper Egypt, once a 
year. The rest of the time he 
shifts around looking for work, 
moving on to a new place when 
his services are no longer 
needed. 
“If I have had a good season 
and saved some money, I go to 
see my wife but I ride on the 
roof of the train so I don’t have_ 
to buy a ticket,” he said.

JACKSON — For Sikeston’s Senior Babe Ruth League All-Stars, it 
was an unusual game, to say the least. After having been the 
recipient of some bad luck Monday night against Chaffee, Sikeston 
saw all the breaks go its way last night. But even all the breaks in the 
world couldn't help the Stars solve Chaffee righthander Scott 
Wachter. 
Wachter displayed a moving fastball, a sharp-breaking curve and 
pinpoint control as he pitched the Semo North Division represen­ 
tatives to a 2-1 victory over Sikeston to win the District Senior Babe 
Ruth League Tournament at Jackson. Sikeston had taken a 5-2 
decision the night before to force a third meeting in the tournament 
between the two teams, this time to decide the district’s represen­ 
tative in the state tournament beginning next Wednesday at 
Boonville. 
Chaffee had gotten all the breaks Monday night, including the 
ejection of a key Sikeston player in the second inning and the benefit 
of some controversial calls by the umpiring crew. While it can be 
said that Chaffee’s 4-3 victory in ten innings that evening might 
having been owing more than just a little to Lady Luck, there was 
nothing lucky about their performance against Sikeston Thursday 
evening. 
Wachter fanned twelve Sikeston batters in the game as he turned 
in his second superb performance of the tournament. The Chaffee 
righthander, who had hurled a one-hit shutout against Jackson to 
open the tournament, worked the corners on both sides of the plate, 
feeding the Sikeston hitters a steady diet of fastballs and curves and 


giving them very little to get their bats on. The strong-armed ace of 
the Chaffee staff painted the outside corner with many of his of­ 
ferings, and the result for the over-eager Sikeston batters, trying to 
pull the ball was usually a strikeout or ground ball. 
While Wachter was giving Sikeston all they could handle on the 
mound, he also played a big part in Chaffee’s offense. After Randy 
Newcomer walked to lead off the game and was bunted to second, 
Wachter laced a pitch from Sikeston southpaw Glen Alexander into 
left field. The hooking liner dropped just out of the reach of Ron 
Schlosser down the line and rolled into the corner for a triple to score 
the first run of the game. Wachter crossed the plate on the next play 
as Don Kiefer singled to make it 2-0. 
Wachter, perhaps a little tired from his baserunning adventures in 
the top of the inning, walked Sikeston leadoff man Ricky Taylor to 
start die bottom of the first. The only pass that he was to give up all 
night turned into Sikeston’s only run of the game when Gary 
Silverthorn sacrificed and Dale Deal singled up the middle. As error 
on the catcher put the Sikeston speedster at third with only one out, 
but Wachter fanned both David Shell and Jeff Limbaugh to kill the 
rally. 
Alexander settled down to allow only two hits over the next four 
innings. Although not overpowering, the tall lefthander made the 
visitors hit the baseball, and that was enough to get by. Ricky Hamm 
did manage to break through against Alexander in the fourth, and it 
nearly cost Sikeston a run. Hamm lined a basehit to left which got by 
Schlosser, who tried to make a shoestring catch. Hamm raced into 


third easily and was awarded home plate when Dale Deal’s late 
relay throw went into the Chaffee dugout. But catcher David Shell, 


noticing that Hamm had missed the plate after the gift run, tagged 
the base and appealed to plate umpire Lonnie Meyer. After a brief 
discussion, it was agreed that a runner must touch the {date, even 
when being awarded the base free, and that Hamm was out. The 
biggest break of the game kept Sikeston in the contest. 
Leadoff singles in both the third and fourth innings gave Sikeston 
chances to tie the game, but the Stars could get neither Alexander 
nor Shell home from second with one out. Taylor reached on an error 
with two out in the fifth, but also was stranded. 
In the Chaffee sixth, Wachter led off with his second hit, a single. 
After Kiefer grounded his second baseknock of the contest into right, 
Sikeston coach Bill Lasters brought in righthander Don Francis to 
relieve Alexander.

right-center. It looked for a moment as if the drive might fall in and 
score Jackson, but the ball hung up long enough for right-fielder Jay

The loss killed Sikeston hopes for a trip to the state tournament 
and a possible repeat berth in the Midwest Plains Regional, which 
they hosted in 1975 and placed third in. For Chaffee, winners of the 
district tournament for the second straight year, is the chance to 
possibly salvage a state championship for the town in the sport of 
baseball this year again. Chaffee claimed the state Junior Babe 
Ruth League crown in 1974 and took first in the state high school 
Class A tournament in 1975.

LAMB - I have 
taken both cortisone and 
ACTH for arthritis of the arm 
and back. You state in your 
column that the ACTH 
stim ulates your healthy 
adrenal cortex. How does a 
doctor come to this delicate 
conclusion 
without first 
checking the patient's adrenal 
cortex to see if they are 
healthy? What tests should be 
given to check a patient's 
adrenal cortex0 
DEAR R EA D ER - When a 
young boy 's voice changes and 
he starts shaving and has 
other changes, we know that 
he is forming male hormone. 
When a girl's appearance 
changes and she starts 
menstruating we know she is 
forming female hormones. 
When a person starts losing 
weight despite eating a lot. 
feels hot. and has a number of 
physical characteristics doc­ 
tors recognize, the pateint has 
too much thyroid hormone. 
So it is with the adrenal cor­ 
tex. if it is producing too much 
hormone certain changes in 
the body will occur, including 
changes in the face, called a 
moon face.” Too little leads 
to other changes and symp­ 
toms. including fatigue (but 
fatigue is caused by many 
things). 
The doctor uses all the in­ 
formation he gets from his 
history and physical examina­ 
tion to make a preliminary 
judgment about his patient's 
health, and that includes how 
the endocrine glands are func­ 
tioning 
Sometimes he can 
make a definite diagnosis on 
the basis of the history and 
physical 
findings alone. 
Beyond that he uses tests.

The 
“ danger season” 
for 
water and boating deaths is now 
well under way, warns an in­ 
surance safety expert. 
“ Four out of five water- 
related fatalities occur durini 
the months from April to Se 
tember,” points out Thomas 
Snyder, loss control director for 
a Chicago-based insurance firm. 
“ But most of these accidents 
could be avoided by following a 
few basic safety rules,” says 
Snyder. “ One of the most ob­ 
vious 
is 
to 
swim only 
in 
designated and guarded areas 
and never swim alone. 
“ However, many don’t realize 
that most drownings - more 
than 60 per cent - result from 
non-swimming accidents,” he 
reports. 
“ These are usually 
cases of people falling into the 
water 
from 
docks, 
shores, 
bridges or boats.” 
Snyder 
offers 
these 
suggestions 
for substantially 
lessening the risk of this type of 
accident: 
— Obey all warning signs 
concerning the water and shore 
conditions. 
— Watch for harmful debris 
on lake bottom, shoreline and 
beach. 
— Caution your children about 
the hazards of the water in the 
area. 
— If you own a boat make sure 
it is examined annually by the 
local Coast Guard Auxiliary for 
the proper safety equipment, 
such as life preservers, anchor, 
fire extinguisher, distress flag, 
horn and running lights. 


— Observe water courtesy. 
— Be sure your boat is 
equipped with one life jacket for 
every person on the boat. 
— Insist that children, even 
those who can swim, always 
wear 
life jackets while on 
board boat or near the dock 
area. 
— Inner tubes and air-filled 
swimming toys are not life 
preservers and should not 
be 
considered as such. 
— Have at least two people in 
the boat when pulling a skier 
— Warn all off-boat swimmers 
and skiers to stay clear of the 
motor area of the boat. 
Snyder says most drownings 
occur due to lack of ability to 
swim or overestimating their 
abilities. He suggests that one of 
the best ways to prevent 
drownings is to enroll children in 
swimming classes offered by the 
local Red Cross or a park or 
school district. 
He also recommends learning 
the technique of mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation as a preventive 
measure. 
“ It 
just 
takes 
a 
little 
forethought and caution,” adds 
Snyder, “ to make sure that this 
‘danger season’ for water sports 
remains strictly a season of fun 
and enjoyment.”

State Representative James 
G. Baker of Kansas City, 
Democratic

General, Thursday 
outlined a five point plan for 
improvement of the criminal 
justice system. 
Baker advocated the following 
changes: 
1. Adoption of limitations on 
the discretion of the Board of 
Probation and Parole. 
2. 
Reduction in the per­ 
missible range of sentencing 
and provision for more uniform 
penalties. 
3. Passage of a speedy trial 
act. 
4. Construction of medium 
security prisons in the St. Louis 
and Kansas City areas. 
5. Adoption of a minimum jail 
standards bill. 
Baker, who visited the Daily 


Standard in Sikeston and then 
went to Dexter and Kennett, 
stated that the purpose of his 
proposal was “to make justice 
more swift and more sure in our 
state, while at the same time 
insuring that it is not vindictive. 
In 
my judgment 
the 
best 
deterrent to crime in our society 
is a sure and swift penalty for 
those who are convicted. Long 
delays before trial, disparite 
sentences for the same offense 
and eligibility for parole after 
only one-third of a sentence has 
been served all tend to rob our 
system of its desired deterrent 
effect.” 
“Swift and sure justice,” 
Baker added, “does not mean 
that sentences must be ex­ 
cessive in length. Indeed a 
reduction in the range of sen­ 
tencing and in discretionary 


parole powers might, as retired 
Judge Noah Weinstein recently 
suggested, 
lead 
to 
shorter 
statutory sentences. Nor does it 
mean that individuals who are 
incarcerated can be kept in sub­ 
standard, inhumane conditions. 
To the contrary, the efforts we 
make to provide job training and 
education to inmates, will more 
than pay for themselves in a 
reduced rate of recidivism. 
These types of programs can 
best be instituted near the 
resources of our urban centers, 
and that is where our new in­ 
stitutions should be built. ” 
Baker noted that he had no 
specific quarrel with judges or 
with members of the Board of 
Probation 
and Parole with 
regard to the manner in which 
they 
had 
exercised 
their 
discretion. He states, however, 


“when 
there 
is 
too much 
discretion within the system, 
justic no longer is sure and the 
deterrent 
effect 
which 
our 
system must provide is lost.” 
“Our stated goal,” Baker 
said, “has been to make the 
penalty fit the crime, but more 
and more we have tended to 
determine the length of the 
penalty in accordance with what 
a judge or parole officer 
predicts will be the offender’s 
future behavior. I don’t want to 
eliminate the authority to make 
these predictions, but we cannot 
allow the penalties provided for 
to become so uncertain that they 
no longer deter.” 


Baker said that if elected he 
would present proposals in each 
of the above areas to the 
General Assembly.

Daugherty of the Missouri De­ 
partment of Consumer Affairs. 
“We’re looking worldwide,” 
Daughterty 
said 
Monday. 
“We’re not only looking for re­ 
verse investment but also for 
favorable markets overseas.” 
The legislature authorized es­ 
tablishment of a foreign trade 


office in 1973 but declined to 
fund it until this year, when 
about $80,000 was appropriated 
for the purpose. 
Brussells, Belgium, and the 
Far East have been mentioned 
as possible sites, but Daugherty 
said no decision has even been 
made on a region yet. 


Officials hope the trade of­ 
fice, coupled with increased use 
of overseas trade missions, will 
encourage new economic devel­ 
opment by foreign countries in 
Missouri, as well as open up 


foreign markets for the sale of 
Missouri products. 
In another economic note, 
Daugherty acknowledged that 
the Missouri Division of Com­ 
merce and Industrial Develop­ 
ment fell nearly 800 jobs short 
of its goal of developing 5,000 
new jobs in the state during the 
12-month period that ended in 
June. 
“Admittedly, that was a pret­ 
ty optimistic goal,” Daugherty 
said, citying the tight economic 
situation in the state for most 
of that period. But he claimed 


that in comparison to other 
state, “we came out pretty fa­ 
vorably.” 


Duagherty also said that with 
the continually improving eco­ 
nomic outlook for this year, the 
division had again set a goal of 
5,000 new jobs it could claim di­ 
rect responsibility for through 
convincing industry to locate or 
expand inside the state.
